SUMMARY 



Recently received FBI reports contain Information about 
Cuban refugees, seme of whom are apparently considered by District 
Attorney Junes Garrison to bo former CIA employees who wen Iho 
real assassins of President Kennedy. FBI reportin'? also provides 
information about a member of American adventurers and eoldiors 
of fortune, some of them cx-cnarlnes, who bave beon Involved in 
clandestine activity directed against the Castro government, includLvj 

giving training in'^uerr iifa war:£¥<? to Cuban rcmgccs ajid jmw£^lin g 
arms cjicI c:mlo3ivos.

DETAILS 



1, James Garrison, district attorney of New Orleans Parish, 

Las repeatedly claimed that President John F. Kennedy was assassinated 
by a » roup of Cubans who had been associated with CIA not long before 
22 November 1962. A recent TV show ("The Garrison Investigation: 
First Ninety Days", station VK3V - TV, buffalo, New Tor!;, 

19 July 1967) provided no now Information but did summariso rnaior 
dcvcloomcats. Those of particular interest to CIA are tho following: 

• i • 



a. On 27 February 1967 Garrison's office first 
brcwlit Perry Raymond 2USSO to New Orleans. RU3SO, 
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oa insurance salesman, has been Garrison's most 
important witness to date. He gave the following testimony 
at the preli m i n ary hearing of Qlay SHAWt 

"The two inatancos where I mot Spanish 
epeaking people through Davo Ferric — one of 
the instances is that X was living in Now Orleans, 
and he brought two friends of his who were 
dressed in battlo fatigues — green uniforms, 

.they didn't have any lettering or insignias or 
army nemos or anything on them that I could 
icontify. And X would suppooo they only spoke 
Spanish because they — they know English -- 
well although they did talk in Spanish which X 
didn't understand. 

"Another instance where I met some of 
D&vo'a friends was up at bis place ... and at 
taat tlxr.o, I mot another one, which again 
-did not speak any English. And the do people — 
these three according to Davo Ferric wero 
supposed to be instructors, and they were 
supposed to teach the peoplo that he was dealing 
with, how to fight, in jangle warfare, and that 
typo of activity. " 

b. Cn tho TV program cited above Garrison mado the 
following remarks: 

"But It purely and simply was a case of 
former employees of tho CIA, a large number 
of them Cubans, having a venemoua reaction 
from the 1961 Bay of Pigs episode and. than 
the — » in Cctcbor •• tho '62 •• the detente, the 
understanding which President Kennedy reached 
with Khrushchev and Russ la, and a result of 
this reaction — when certain individuals with a • 
fusion cf interest La regaining Cuba assassinated 
the President." 
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"We have even located p ho tog raphe la 
which we •• we have found the men behind the 
grassy knoll . . • • And they've been located 
in other photographo by a process of bringing 
them oat the V/arron Commission said 

nobody was back there because not enough 
evidence was presented .... Again, not so 
much the Bureau's pari as the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency* " 

"... Beo Oswald's associations In the 
summer of '63 in New Orleans ... were ex- 
clusively with anti-Castro Cubans, and everyone • 
of them was on the Central Intelligence A-ency 
payroll. " 



" • • * know tho group, and wo know same 
of the names ... but we don't know which ones 
are standing where, and we can't out with 
the CIA keeping its vaults locked. They were 
former employees of the CIA. Y»e managed to 
get the names of some of them in a way I can't 
describe here ... but I can say tho rest of them 
are Cuhans who wore training in New Orleans." 

"Fcrrie worked for the CIA in Florida Ln 
1961, which appears to be as far as we can Bad, 
his initial connection. He was making flights 
for them, and when *63 came, and they had a 
special acivcntu.ro — plan in spite of President 
Kennedy's order involving Cuba, ho was deeply 
involved in it, and he was actually helping with 
the training. "

"They £CIA / know the name of every man involved, 
including the name of the individuals who pulled 
tho triggers from the grassy knoll and stonewall 
area, and I'm sure that they know that they did it, 
because they were former employees of tho CIA, 
while they wore training in Now Orleans in tho 
summer of '63. " 
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2. Tho earlier memoranda in thio series bare ahenm Garrison's 
charges to be falso. It is dearly Important, nevertheless, to discern 
* sm much as posoibla of tho nature of tho case that he will try to make 
against Clay Shaw (and CIA) when Shaw comes to trial (perhaps in 
September). Three recent FBI reports bavo given os some additional 
insight into tho nature of Garrison's charges. Theso reports are as 
. follows: 



a. Report from tho New Orleans office of the FBI,

3. These reports contain the names of 27 persons, in addition to 
thoso of such peripheral persona on membors of Garrison's invest! gativo 
staff and absent witnesses. Only five of them have previously been reported 
in this series as linked to the case. They are Sergio ARCACHA Smith, 




4. Of the three reports, Reforenco X is tho most Important. It is 
a transcript of a question and answer oesaion held between Garrison end 
Carlos QU1ROGA on 21 January 1967 end recorded without QDIRCGA's 
knowledge at the time. (He learned about it later, when Garrison passed 
out copies of the transcript to the press.) The transcript shows that 
Garrison believes that David W. FERRIC provided the Cuban Democratic 
Revolutionary Front with weapons, including a large cache cf trnu intendeds 
for dolivery in Cuba. At another point In the transcript, however, 

GU1RCGA said that tho cache of arm a was taken to Miami in a U-Huul by 
Cubans representing the Christian Democratic Movement. Others men- 
tioned In the transcript and tho roles that they allegedly played aro as 
follows:

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of David W, FERRE with. FERRE himself, two young Cobban, and 
two yoang ox-marines. KOVEL also paid that in. 1961 be* hip wife 
(now ox •wife Marlene, noo MANCCSO) , an unidentified partner* 

Sergio A RCA C HA Smith, David T.'Hljam FERRE* two unidentified 
Cubans, two unidentified cx- marines, and another unidentified man who 
dxcvo a laundry truck, robbed a bunker at the abandoned Houma Air 
Base, Louisiana, of citplooivcs, including hand grenades, bomba, 
ammunition* etc* and brought them back to New Orleans for uoc by 
Cuban refugees in Cuba, KOVEL was sure that neither of tbo ex- 
marines wao Lee Harvey Oswald. Iio described one of them as 
named Jerry or Andy LHU* white malo* age 19 to 23* 5* 11"* 

165 pounds* dark curly hair, light compl exi o n * nico looking"* dressed 
in green marine fatigues and white T-shirt, both arms tattoed. 
(Comment: This poreon may be Gerald — - called Jerry by friends — 
Patrick HEMMING. See Enclosure 14.) KOVEL also allege^ falsely* 
that this robery was directed by CIA. 

6. Reference IX contains same information about Cubans but 
moro about Americans, including como ex-marines* who have been 
involved in Cuban operations and in providing Cubans with Instruction 
in guerrilla warfare. Garrison and his staff have also shown a keen 
interest in these persons, allegedly have photographs linking two of 
them with military training given some Cuban refugees, and have 
interviewed como of them. The persons who appear in Reference 11* 
and their roles, ore os fallows:

g£S?*rks: In 1961 Carlos QUIROGA, then a student, met David 

FERIUE through ARCACHA, -who was often with FERRES. In fact, 
FERRIZ lent ARCACHA money. The Cuban groap (Democratic 
Revolutionary F ront) in New Orleans threw ARCACHA out (he had been 
the leader) in early 1962. He had been very activo and. had mado sa-.ri* 
Rees for the anti-Caotro cause; according to CUIROGA, who gave money 
to ARCACHA' s family for food. Sometime after ARCACHA left Now 
Orleans, be returned for two trunks stored with QUIROGA'e pa rents - 
La-law. When ARCACHA left New Orleans, be borrowed a car from 
£na bilLLA, and he did not return iU (M1LLA appear o to be a 
Guatemalan.) Some Cohans said ARCACHA stole money entrusted to 
him for the counterrevolution. Tbo office of tho Revolutionary Council 
wae in the Newman Jluilding. When ARCACHA left, the rent was unpaid.

DAYS allegedly 
told QUin.CC A that the men in tho camp wore sot getting enough food, 
were angry, and were going to kill him (DAVS). TJUs happened when 
the FBI found arms "and all the stuff* in a house near the camp. One 
member of the training group, Fernando FERNANDEZ, was found to be * 
a spy. Fun FENEQUE was tho Cubaa in charge of the camp. QUIItOGA 
claims ho bought bus tickets for four of the men. who had no money, to 
return to M i am i.
